a New York Cleveland Congress- 
7 man Speaks 


FEARS THE MAY CONVENTION, 


Believing That It Is Loaded with Dyna: 
mite for Mr. Cleveland—General 
News from the Capital. 


Washington, May 13.—(Special.)—The 

anti-Harrison people are enthusiastic to- 
day. 
_ They say there is no longer any doubt 
of Mr. Blaine accepting the nomination, 
and the ticket they have agreed upon 
is Blaine and Rusk. 

Mr. Fitch, of New York, a democratic 
congressman, was at the state depart- 


ment this morning. When he came to the 


capitol he was much astonished at finding 
Mr. Blaine perfectly healthy. 

“Some time ago,,when I saw him,” Mr. 
Fitch said, “he had the weary appear- 
ance of a man in poor health. This morn- 
ing was the first time I have seen him 
since. I was astonished. He seemed like 
the Blaine of ten years ago. He was 
bright and cheerful, full of energy and 
¢ activity, witty in conversation and show- 
ing all the fire and quickness of his ear- 
lier days. He struck me as a man who 
had as much life before him as I have. 
I should say from his appearance and 
manner that his health had been com- 
pletely restored.” 

Mr. Fitch, who is a personal friend of 
Mr. Cleveland, then entered into a dis- 
cussion of democratic affairs in New 
York. 

“It is very hard to tell how things are 
going at the democratic national conven- 
tion. A good deal depends on what the 
May convention delegates do in New 


York. : ; 
“The May convention is loaded with 
dynamite and they have got to handle it 
with great care. The convention will be 
held, of course, but it will take a great 
deal of self-control to prevent it being a 
great injury rather than a benefit to Mr. 
Cleveland. I do not want to undertake 
to say what they should do, but there is 
certainly nothing to be gained by forcing 
the nomination of Mr. Cleveland in such 
@ way as to insure his defeat. If we 
want Cleveland nominated, we want him 
to have the support of all the democrats, 
and we want him elected. The May con- 
ention will have to be careful what it 
foes, always Keeping this in view. The 
people the country through, I believe, 
are generally in favor of Mr. Cleveland’s 
nomination. There are many of Cleve- 
land’s most devoted friends in New York, 
however, who think there may be some 
doubt about his ability to carry New 
York. Mr. Cleveland, himself, has doubts 
on this subject, and has no desire to force 
his nomination on the party. The situa- 
tion is a very delicate one to deal with.” 
The House in a Tangle. 

The house got into a tangle over the old 
Bibley claim today, and became so tied up 
that adjournment was had early and 
nothing done. The deadlock caused the 
sundry civil bill to go over and as a con- 
sequence the silver fight is postponed.

ecfmount of $858,000, making the net in-

Charleston, 8. C., May 13.—(Special.)— 
A most nt evidence of ‘the com- 
plete collapse of the Cleveland craze in the 
Palmetto State! was evinced in the meeting 
of the county democratic convention in this 
city today, to elect delegates to the state 
convention, which meets in Columbia next 
week, to elect delegates to Chicago. This 
county convention met on May 2d, and 
took a recess till today, in er to enable 
the committee on credentials to report at 
that meeting. ‘The mention of Cleveland’s 
name was received with enthusiastic shouts 
of approbation at the meeting today. A 
resolution was introduced instructing the 
county delegates to vote for Cleveland del- 
egates to Chicago, but it raised such a 
storm of nays that the mover finally with- 
drew it, and the county delegation goes to 
Columbia uninstructed. 

There is no shadow of doubt as to the 
anti-Cleveland character of the coming 
state convention. 

What The Register Says. 

The Columbia Register, which represents 
the dominant element in this state, and also 
voices the sentiment of the Farmers’ Al- 
pew ied today has the folowing significant 

“If Grover Cleveland forces himself 
again upon a people who do not want him, 
and upon whom he must depend for his 
election, it will look-very much like ambi- 
tion has overbalanced his loyalty to the 
democracy or that he has conspired with 
our enemies to wreck his party. The south 
don’t want Mr. Cleveland, and his nomina- 
tion, we firmly believe. will carry with it 
assured defeat.

ARRANGING FOR THE CONVENTION. 


Third Party Men Meet at Omaha to Prepare 
for the July Gathering. 

Omaha, May 13.—The people’s party nation- 
al executive committee met yesterday with the 
local executive committee to discuss in detail 
some of fhe arrangements to be made for the 
convention to be held July 4th. Ignatius 
Donnelly, of Minnesota; H. E. Taubreck, of 
Illinois; Robert Schilling, of Wisconsin, and 
Mr. Washburn, of Massachusetts, were pres- 
ent. The question of admission to the con- 
vention hall was discussed and it was decided 
to issue tickets. Mr. Schilling thought that 
would raise a terrible howl against the com- 
mittee and he did not want it that way, but 
it was stated that 20,000 people. would be 
here clamoring for admission and only 4,000 
could get in. 

Mr. Paul Vandervert, of Nebraska,. stated 
that if the doors were thrown open to the 
crowd the committee wou!d regret that it 
ever attempted to hold a convention, No 
nominations would be made in a week, if at 
all, and even then they would not be by the 
people’s party. There was enough opposition 
to the party in some parts of the country to 
cause the house to be packed by enemies of 
the party and the proceedings would be dis- 
graceful. 


‘ -It was proposed to hold a reunion of the

the people’s party in this state would attend 
to that matter and Mr. Davis could tell all the 
old gray coats in the south that ample arrange- 
ments would be made to take care of them, 
and a hall furnished for the blue and gray to 
howl in together.

THE SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


Governor Tillman Gives the Murderer James 
‘ @ Chance for Life. 


Columbia, 8. C., May 13.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Tillman has at last consented to com- 
mute the sentence of James, the patricidal 
murderer, to life imprisonment. James was 
convicted in Darlington county of the murder 
of his‘ father on purely circumstantial evi- 
dence. It was thought for a long time that 
James committed the murder in order to pro- 
cure his father’s money. The case has been 
in the courts for several years, but finally the 
sentence of death was passed upon him. 

A petition of 2,000 names was sent to Gov- 
ernor Tillman . requesting a. commutation, 
there being some doubt as to his guilt. 


The Father Was Drowned. 


Columbia, 8S. C., May 13.—(Special.)—Lewis 
C. Turner and his little son were accidentally 
drowned in the Catawba river at Pleasant 
Hill yesterday. Mr. Turner and several of 
his boys went to the river to fish in a bateau. 
The boat struck a rock and threw them out, 
and Mr. Turner, in trying to save his 
youngest son, was drowned with him. Their 
bodies had not been found this morning. Mr. 
Turner was about wpe years old. He leaves 
a wife and several children.

MR. GORMAN SPEAKS 10 THE BILL 


Favoring the Development of the 
American Navy, 


BUT POINTING OUT EXTRAVAGANCE, 


Which It Would Be Well for Congress 
to Curb While There Was Time 
for Safety. 


Washington, May 13.—In speaking of 
the naval bill, in the senate today, Mr. 
Gorman spoke of the great advance made 
in recent years in establishing steel ship 
building plants in this country, so that 
now, he said, great steel war vessels 
could be built here for within 8 per cent 
of the cost of building them on the Clyde; 
that progress had been made under the 
policy of building up the new navy in- 
augurated under the last administration. 
He was therefore prepared to vote for 
& proportional increase of the navy up- 
der the present or next administration. 
Since the induction of Mr. Whitney into 
the office of secretary of the navy to the 
present moment there had not been a 
breath of suspicion as to the economical 
and wise expenditure of every dollar 
placed under the control of those two 
administrations. He knew that the finan- 
cial problem was a serious one; Congress 
was being criticised in the public press 
and elsewhere for the great amount of 
money expended and that he thought it 
could be demonstrated that the expendi- 
tures of the government exceeded the 
revenues. The point had been reached 
when expenuwures would exceed the rey- 
enues by $20,000,000 or $25,000,000. The 
expenditure of $200,000,000 a year was 
immense; and yet that sum would be 
less than the amount that would be appro- 
priated by this session. 

The Growth of Expenditures. 

These expenditures had grown from 
year to year, and now economy and 
careful appropriation would have to be 
the order of the day. If not, an increase 
of taxation would have to follow. The 
pension system had been swollen beyond 
the dream of any man in congress. It was 
there. It was fixed. me knew of no way 
by which it could be reduced. So it was 
with the other expenses of the govern- 
ment and still he knew of no item that 
could be culled. He knew that there had 
been great expectations that there would 
be a decrease at this session; but the 
answer, and a perfect answer, to that 
was that laws now on the statute book 
made this ’arge expenditure absolutely 
necessary if the great works of the gov- 
ernment were not stopped, and the steel 
industries of the country paralyzed. He 
for one was not prepared now, or at any 
time, until the country should have a 
navy to be proud of, to let the cry of 
economy prevent him from voting for a 
proper appropriation for it. 


Cut Down Elsewhere. 


Mr. McPherson intimated that if Mr. Gor- 
man desired to economize $10,000,000 of the 
appropriation might be struck from the pen- 
sion bill and $10,000,000 more from the river 
and harbor appropriation bill. 

Mr. Gorman declared that there wns no 
power on earth. that could - en- 
able the democratic party to re- 
duce $15,000,000 of pensions a 
year or to reduce the fixed expenses of the 
government for interest on the public debt; 
or to reduce taxation. It had no such power 
so loug as the government was divided be- 
tween two parties. The country ought to 
know that. But the great issue between the 
tw political parties was fixed in the mind of 
the pecee, and it should not be tampered 
with. They might have homeopathic meas- 
ures looking to a reduction; they might argue 
the question and keep it alive, but the peo- 
ple of the country knew full well what the 
real issues were. They had been made in 
the national democratic platform in 1888 and 
in the platform of every democratic conven- 
tion h-ld since 18S8, and they would stand 
there until victory was won on one side or the 
other. On one side was a party that had 
been in power with every branch of the 
government at its control, and that had fixed 
expenditures at too high a rate as the dem- 
ocrats thought. But those expenditures had 
been fixed and could not be repealed or modi- 
fied until the democratic party got control 
of every branch of the government. The 
democratic party was not to be held respons- 
ible for what went on until then. 


A Question Answered. 


Mr. George asked if the senator desired to 
be understood that there are now on the 
statute books provisions of law that require 
an oo of $450,000,000 or 


$500,000,000 ? 

Mr. Gorman—Yes; practically that. 

Mr. George—lIs there any place where ex- 
penditures can be reduced? 

Mr. Gormar—The expenditures are grow- 
ing year by year. : 

{r. George—Are they justly wing? 

Mr. Gorman—Yes, they are Sustly grow- 
ing. We had an administration that was as 
hcnest as any in the history of thé govern- 
ment, and yet the expenditures grew during 
that four years. 

Mr. Gorman then presented a table show- 
ing that appropriations had steadily increas- 
ed from ,494,000 in the forty-third con: 
gress to $988,417,000 in the fifty-first. 

Mr. Gorman continuing said: “As the 
country grows and you go on with the con- 
struction of your navy and open harbors 
and deepen rivers and make great guns for 
the army and navy, these expenditures must 
increase. The senator from Mississippi 
(Mr. George) asks how can they be reduced. 
They can be reduced when we reach the 
point—which will be within a year or two— 
of stopping further construction of the navy. 
Wlen you have on hand guns enough to 
place in the forts; when you have enough tor- 
pedo bouts to look after your harbors and 
when you stop your appropriations for rivy- 
ers and harbors. When you come to pen- 
sions, expenditures for them—outrageous as 
it was to increase the pensions to such an 
extent—they must continue until the law op- 
erates to reduce them.”

A CURIOUS STORY 


Showing That a Man Dealing tn Lottery 
Tickets Has No Protection. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 13.—The jury in the 
Cullen-Mexican Lottery case today returned 
a verdict of not guilty. Attorneys for Cullen 
in the argument had@ pressed the proposition 
that there could be no conviction given if 
Cullen was guilty as ¢harged, for the reason 
that false pretense, of which he was accused, 
was made during the commission of crime, 
and that the Mexican Lottery Company and 
its associates fn its unlawful undertaking 
eer not within the protection of the criminal 


aw. 
Judge Ridley conctuded that the point was 
well taken and in his charge to the jury said 
that if the defendant, Cullen, Charles Duncan 
and the Bank of Commerce and the Mexican 
Lottery Company had a contract under which 
other parties were Cullen in the sale 
of lottery tickets in the state, and if in fur- 
therance of that conspiracy, Cullen was to 
make out and present a genuine list of win- 
ners in the lottery and instead of doing so 
presented a fraudulent list and thereby ob- 
tained money. from the bank, yet he could not 
be convicted because the law in reference to 
false | geipanen was enacted for the protec- 
tion of honesty and ff these persons were en- 
gazed in unlawful conspiracy to violate the 
aw against selling lottery tickets they could 


not be protected, nor would any one of them 
be afforded relief under the laws of this state. 


THE ALLIANCE DEMONSTRATION 


Which Isto Take Place the Day Before the 
Democratic Convention in Raleigh. 

Raleigh, N. C., May .13.—(Special.)— 
Marion Butler, president of the state alli- 
ance, who has called a conference of repre 
sentative alliancemen te meet here May 
17th, the day before the democratic con- 
vention convenes, was asked if the confer- 
ence had any political significance. He 
said it did not, but in view of the fact that 
questions will most probably arise as to 
what will be satisfactory to the alliance in 
the way of the pltaform and nominees, and 
not thinking it wise to speak individually 
for the alliance on matters’ of such great 
moment, he ordered elected uar dele 
gates to the various county alliances to 
speak for them in such an emergency. The 
conference will be competent to act for and 
take such action as it thinks best. He 
was asked if the conference would formu- 
late any demands to present to the demo- 
cratic convention, and said not necessarily, 
but will do so if it is deemed best. He was 
also asked if delegates to the conference 
were authorized to meet after the state 
democratic convention is held, to approve 
or disapprove the action of the convention, 
and made an evasive anSwer, saying the 
conference will hold as many meetings as it 
desires before or after the convention is 
held, and it may see fit to issue an address 
after the democratic convention does its 
work and adjourns, In —_ to the state- 
ment that a number of what are termed 
third party men have been elected delegates 
to the democratic convention, and inquiring 
if he thought them entitled to seats in the 
democratic convention, Butler said if the 
people who elected them are democrats, and 
acted through the proper channel, and the 
delegates themselves go to the convention in 
good faith, then they are democrats, and 
are entitled to sit. 


THE COUNTIES . ACTING, 


The Selection of Delegates tothe State Con- 
vention in Progress. 

Fort Gaines, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)— 
A large and enthusiastic mass meeting of 
straight democrats assembled at the court- 
house today. The first resolution adopted 
invited all democrats who would abide 
the action of the party, whether believing 
in the Ocala platform or not, to partici- 
pate in the meeting. Resolutions were 
also adopted arraigning the republican par- 
ty for misrule, condemning the national 
bank system, favoring free coinage of sil- 
ver and demanding the repeal of the tax 
on the issue of state banks. The action of 
the democratic executive committee of the 
second congressional district was defended 
and endorsed. The administration of Gov- 
ernor Northen and the statehouse officials 
was endorsed and Judge James H. Guerry 
was commended to the November conven- 
tion for attorney general of the state amid 
vociferous applause. A democratic execu- 
tive committee for the county was selected 
and the following delegates were appointed 
to represent the county in the Atlanta con- 
ventioa on the 18th instant: IF. D. Dillard, 
G. G. Lark, J. D. Rambo, G. L. Collins, 
L. O. Shivers, T. P. Jenkins, W. A. Scott, 
and W. A Graham, with authority to se- 
lect their own alternates. Of these eight 
delegites seven are avcwedly for Hill for 
president. After the business session the 
meeting was addressed by Hon. W. W. 
Turner, of Albany, in a ringing speech, 
replete with true democratic doctrine.

HIS LIFE, OR CASSIN’S, 


Was the Question Porter Stocks Says He 
Had to Decide in an Instant, 


80 HE SHOT CASSIN 70 SAVE HIMSELF. 


So He States to the Jury Before 
Whom He Is Being Tried. 


HE TELL§ HIS STORY OF THAT DAY, 


And Brings in a Story of Last Summer. 
The Day’s Proceedings with Some 
Sensational Details. 


The climax of dramatic scenes in a 
courtroom was reached yesterday when 
young Porter Stocks stepped upon the 
stand to tell why he killed Alph Cassin. 

He held the written story of that awful 
Friday afternoon’s work, from his side, 
in his hand. 

He sat down before that jury, with 
the gaze of a thousand men riveted upon 
his quiet face, and read the story, detail 
after detail, of the ride, of the quarrel, 
of the last fatal meeting when he shot 
the man who he said had been his friend, 
and but one time did he falter. 

He spoke of his wife. 

For just one instant his lips quivered, 
his eyelids fluttered and then he went 
on as before. When he came down he 
was the same Porter Stocks that he had 
always been—cool and collected. 

"he case will probably go to the jury 
this aft »-noon, and by tonight Stocks may 
kn>w his fate. 

Great progress was made in the trial 
yesterday. A large number of witnesses 
were introduced. Time and time again 
was the story of the killing of Alph Cas- 
sin told to the jury. 

Very few more witnesses are to be 
examingl and the speaking will begin 
this morning, most likely. 

There is no diminution of the great 
interest felt in the case here. The court- 
room was hardly ever so densely packed 
as on yesterday morning. The crowd is 
markedly different from the morbid one 
that gathers there. Prominent business 
and professional men were present. 

Stocks’s fate will soon be known.

Mr. Harry Cassin and his father sat 
near them. Mrs. Stocks occupied a seat 
in the courtroom. 

Mr. Charles M, Pemberton was the first 
witness called. He had known Alph Cas- 
sin for eighteen years. He testified that 
Cassin, when  ~sober, was peacable 
enough, but when drinking he was general- 
ly considered dangerous. : 


“Hels My Son, Sir.” 


Captain John T. Stocks was sworn. Ev- 
erybody in the courtroom recognized the 
fine looking, brown-bearded gentleman as 
he came to the stand. His evidence was 
in contradiction of that of Baird, who had 
sworn he was an eye-witnéss to the killing 

“Are you any kin to Porter Stocks? 
the lawyer asked. 

“He is my son, sir,” Mr. Stocks replied. 
Porter Stocks was twenty-four years of 
age and had worked on the East Tennes- 
see road sometimes as flagman and some- 
times as baggage master. Porter was, he 
said, hurt in a wreck in the early part of 
1891, and later in November, 1891. is leg 
and side were mashed in the latter wreck 
and he was brought home in acab. He was 
in bed for several days and then went out 
on crutches. 

“On the evening of the killing I was at 
home,” said Captain Stocks. “I immedi- 
ately went down to Redd’s. Several gen- 
tlemen were in the office and I told them I 
was Porter’s father and asked if any. of 
them saw the shooting? 

“Baird said only one man saw it and he 
left as soon as it was done. He said he 
saw Porter come in from the street. He 
anticipated trouble and went to the office. 
He heard a pistol shot and as he reached 
it Porter came out. He caught him and 
and held him until a policeman came. Mr.

The Papers Roasted Him.

Then 
the lady said that the doctor had ordered 
absolute quiet, and that Mr. ought 
not to talk.” 

“Don’t you know,” Solicitor Hill asked,

bed, and can’t be here?’ 

“No, sir.” 

“Didn’t you read in the papers about his 
getting hurt?”

"TWO HANGINGS | 


Furnish Something for the Sensation- 
Loving to Think Over. 


ONE MAN DIES TALKING TO THE LAST, 


While the Other Makes Vigorous Pro- 
testations of Repentance and Cer- 
tainty of Heaven. 


Thomson, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)— 
Coleman Wilson was taken from his cell 
at half-past 12 o’clock, and ascended the 
scaffold. 

His spiritual advisors, Rev. Gad John- 
son and two other colored ministers, were 
with him from 10 till 11 o'clock, and went 
up on the scaffold, where they sang, and 
Rev. Gad 8S. Johnson offered up a very 
fervent prayer. 

The Criminal Speaks. 

Sheriff Hawes asked the prisoner to say 
anything he wished to say, when he stated 
that he felt the Lord had forgiven him, 
that he bade his folks and family goodby. 
He said that Sheriff Hawes, the citizens 
and ladies of the town had been very kind 
to him, for which he was very thankful. 
He stated, in reply to a question, that Elias 
knew nothing of or had anything to do with 
the killing. His nerve or composure never 
failed him up to the last. He ascended the 
scaffold with a steady step, stood during 
the singing and prayer and while the rope 
was being adjusted,without giving evidence 
of emotion of any kind, and made his state- 
— from the gallows without shedding a 

Through the Trap. 

The rope was cut at twenty minutes to 
1 o’elock, and he was pronounced dead by 
Drs> Harrison and Durham in nine min- 
utes. but he was allowed to hang for twen- 
ty minutes. His neck was broken by the 
fall. The body was turned over to the 
family. A large crowd was in town, but 
none but the guards, physicians, ministers, 
reporters and a few friends were ad- 
mitted. 

The Story of His Crime. 

The murder for which he was hanged 
was very brutal indeed. Mr. Adkins was 
waylaid on his return home from a neigh- 
boring house, and his head all crushed in 
with a bludgeon of some kind, and his body 
put behind a log close to the road and cov- 
ered up with leaves and straw, and it was 
several days before he was found. Cole- 
man Wilson was suspected, having been 
seen with Mr. Adkins on his road home 
that night. He was promptly arrested 
and some of the money taken from the 
pocket of the murdered man was found on 
his person, and when confronted with all 
the facts pointing to his guilt, he confessed 
to the crime, implicating Elias Wilson, 
his half brother and Henry Jackson. But 
on the commitment trial he exonerated 
Henry Jackson, but still implicated his 
brother Elias, saying that Elias planned 
the murder, and that they killed him for 
his money. At the last term of the superior 
court, Coleman was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to be hanged, and Elias, 
principally on Coleman’s testimony was con- 
victed of murder with recommendation to 
mercy, and was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, which he is now 
serving. 

Takes His Statement Back. 

Since his conviction, however, he has 
made several confessions in which he says 
that Elias had nothing to do with the kiil- 
ing. 

Your correspondent interviewed Coleman 
at 9 o’clock. He said: ' 

“T made an affidavit on Thursday that 
Elias had nothing to do with the killing of 
Mr. Adkins. Elias said to me on Friday 
before .the killing that night, that Mr. Ad- 
kins was going around with a pocketful 
of money, and that the best place for him 
was in Dr. Gibson’s pond. He made 
the same statement to me once _be- 
fore. I did the killing alone. I had noth- 
ing in the world against Mr. Adkins, and 
killed him for his money. The- devil just 
got possession of me and made me commit 
the crime. I had no conversation with 
Elias after the killing ‘concerning the kill- 
ing. My object in connecting Hlias with 
the murder was for the purpose of shifting 
it on some one else, and screening myself 
as much as possible. I killed Mr. Adkins 
with an ax, and carried him and put him 
behind the log and covered him up with 
pine straw. I feel that justice demands 
that I should be hanged for the crime I 
have committed. I feel that the Lord has 
fully forgiven me, and I am perfectly will- 
ing to go. Cards and bad women have 
brought me to this, and I warn my race 
and beg them in this, my dying statement, 
to let such things alone, and live law-abid- 
ing and God-fearing lives.” —

TALKED TILL HE DIED. | 
Elijah Cheavers Kept His Tongue Going te 


_ the Last. 

Waycross, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—Eli- 
jah Cheavers, the murderer of Deputy 
Sheriff Culpepper, was publicly executed 
today, about two miles from the city, in a 
low, flat cypress forest. 

From early dawn until noon there was a 
constant stream of vehicles and. people 
afoot coming into town to see the hanging. 
Men, women and children, white and black, 


crowded around the jail to get a glimpse of 


the prisoner as he left his cell. At 10:30 
o'clock the sheriff and deputies went in to 
prepare Cheavers for the gallows. After 
taking a bath, he was given a neat, alpaca 
coat, Jeans trousers and a white vest. 

The Kide to Death. 


He was then handcuffed and taken to the 
front of the jail, where he spoke a few 
words and bowed to the people. He then 
ee into the carriage with the sheriff 
and several deputics, and was driven to the 
gallows. The warriage was driven within 
ten yards of the scaffold. As the prisoner 
stepped out he put on a bold front and 
bowed to the people around him. The first 
thing he did upon his arnvai at the gallows 
was to inspect the rude pine box. 

I think it is a shame,” he said, “to put 
my body in that box, without any coffin.’ 

t was explained to him that the law did 
not goths anything better. 
aad wanted a decent burial, anyhow,” he 


The Scaffold Inspected. 


The scaffold was one of those kind with a 
drop door in the center. It was put up ac- 
cording to Sheriff Miller’s own idea. He 
has pulled the trigger for his fifth or sixth 
man, and has never failed to do his work 
well. Religious services were: then held 
underneath the gallows. Rev. G. E. Graves 
spoke a word of warning to his race. He 
told them to beware of strange women, 
Winchester rifles, revolvers and British 
bulldogs. Graves was the only man to 
whom Cheavers would make a full confes- 
sion.. It was through his influence that 
Cheavers gave out a written statement of 
his crime, also acknowledging to Graves 
that he did the burning of Stokes & Co.’s 
commissary, at Millwood, several years ago. 
In fact, he made a clean breats of ever. 
crime that he had ever committed to 
Graves. To him he said that he attributed 
his ruin to women. -He had done their bid- 
ding until they had ruined him. 

Time Was Up. 


Rev. N. H. Whitmire, of Savannah, then 
pave out the hymn, “There Is a Fountain 
illed with Blood.” The colored people all 
joined in the singing. Prayer was then of- 
fered, and the prisoner ascended the gal- 
lows singing, “I’m going to glory; don’t 
grieve after -me.” Upon the _ scaffold 
Cheavers was allowed some time to speak. 
He asked the sheriff to pe him all the 
time he possibly could. e spoke until the 
sheriff told him that time was up. The 
black cap was adjusted at 12:27 o’clock 
P. m. ive minutes later the drop fell. 

e persisted in talking until the last mo- 
ment. He was pronounced dead in fifteen 
minutes,

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An Observatory to Be Established on 
Cohutta’s Summit, 


LIKE THAT ON MOUNT WASHINGTON, 


The Government Proposes to Investigate 
the Upper Air—A New Move by 
the Weather Bureau. 


It is likely that the United States govern- 
ment will establish on observatory on one 
of the highest points in the state, and from 
investigations made yesterday by Director 
Park Morrill, of the United States weather 
bureau for this state, Cohutta mountain is 
likely to be selected for this purpose, 


Cohutta is not the highest mountain in> 


the state, but all things considered it is the 
best for the work which the weather bureau 
is about to begin. Mr. Morrill received a 
few days ago a letter from Professor Mark 
Harrington, chief of the weather burean, 
who has decided to establish six mountain 
stations in different parts of the country for 


the purpose of studying the upper currents 


of the atmosphere. e desires to establish 
one of these stations in the southeast and re- 
quests Mr. Morrill to investigate and recom- 
mend a suitable place. Mr. Morrill spent a 
ood part of yesterday morning in the inves- 
tgation, and with the aid of some to 

graphic maps in the possession of De. 

Spencer, the state geologist, it was soon 
found that Cohutta came nearer suiting the 
os ar roe than any mountain at the lower 
end of the Appalachian chain. 

_ The requirements are, first a good eleva- 
tion; second isolation from the main moun- 
tan chain, so that the circulation of the at- 
mospherie currents will not be seriously dis- 
turbed; third accessibility; fourth a reason- 
ably good climate for comfortable residence; 
fifth a situation which will admit of a com- 

arison station at the foot of the mountain. 

v fill these conditions completely it would 
take a high mountain rising out of a plain at 
some distance from the regular mountain 
chain. Cohutta comes nearer filling these 
conditions than any mountain of the Pied- 
mont region, and its situation at the point 
where the Appalachian chain breaks up, 
and midway between the two leading ranges 
of northeast and northwest Georgia, gives it 
a better exposure to the currents circulating 
through the Mississippi valley and to the 
Weather movements which pass west to east. 
Its elevation is 3,700 feet, and its twin sum- 
mit, Big Bald mountain, two miles to the 
east, which is really another peak of the 
same mountain, is 4,400 feet above the sea. 

The valley in the neighborhood of Spring 
Place is only about nine hundred feet above 
the sea, so that there will be a difference of 
2.800 feet between the lower station and the 
Cohutta summit, or 3,500 feet between the 
valley station and the Big Bald summit. 
These two peaks join in one great mountain, 
which is a good many miles distant from any 
range of considerable elevation to the east 
or west. Thus, at an elevation of 2,700 to 
3,000 feet above the valley, the observer on 
the Cohutta or Big Bald summit will be 
above the clouds a good part of the time. 
He will have a fine opportunity for observ- 
ing the phenomena of the upper air, and it 
is believed that observations conducted in 
this way in different parts of the country at 
the same time may lead to the discovery of 
important facts which enter into the problem 
of weather changes. The government began 
such observations some years ago on Mount 
Washington, but it has never put in operation 
a series of stations in different parts of the 
continent, and the observations heretofore 
have not been so comprehensive as it is pro- 
posed to make the new series. 

_ The foot of the Cohutta mountain is about 
fourteen miles from Dalton and it takes 
about four miles more to reach the top. 
There is a postoffice at Cohutta Springs, 
near the foot of the mountain, with a daily 
roail and hack iine from Dalton. There is 
also a tri-weekly mail to Hosler’s Mills on 
the south side seven miles from the sum- 
mit. The road is good from Dalton to the 
foot of the mountain. : 

It is interesting to note the difference be- 
tween the temperature of the mountain and 
that of the valley below. The rule is an 
average annual temperature 3 degrees lower 
for every thousand feet of elevation; this 
will make it 10 degrees colder on the top of 
Big Bald mountain than it is at Spring 
‘Place. In the winter we may easily imag- 
fne that the difference will sometimes be 
greater, for the top of Cohutta is sometimes 
covered with snow when there is no sign of 
it in the surrounding country. 

It mest not be supposed that Cohutta is 
the highest mountain in Georgia. “Sitting 
Bu'l” in Towns county is 5,000 feet high, 
and its near neighbor, “Fnota,” only lacks 
ea few feet of it, but they rise from ranges 
almost as high as themselves and have not 
the isolation of Cohutta. Sitting Bull is just 
about twice as aigh as Lookout mountain, 
and “Big Bald,” the twin summit of Cohut- 
ta, lacks only about six hundred feet of it. 


AN IMMENSE PEACH  GROP. 


Georgia’c Orchards Are Weighted Down 
with the Luscious Fruit. 


Mr. J. M. Whaling, traffic manager of the 
Atlanta and Florida, said yesterday that 
the peach crop of middle rgia’ will be 
enormous this year. He has been through 
the large orchards along his line, and re- 
cently visited Mr. Pump’s mammoth or- 
chard, a few miles from Fort Valley. 

The trees are loaded with fruit. In fact, 
the crop is so heavy that the owners are 
having from one to two bushels of green 
fruit picked from each tree now to keep the 
branches from breaking under the weight. 
This will also make better fruit of the 
peaches which remain on the trees. 

The early varieties are turning red now. 

Shipping will begin in ten days or two 
sveeks. And about the middle of June the 
will be at its height. There will be

HIS LETTER TO MAYOR HEMPHILL. 


The Matter Will Most Likely Come Up 
Before Council at the Meeting 
Monday—His Letter. 


Mr. W. D. Grant wants to give the city 
& magnificent public fountain. 

fe wants to locate it on either Marietta 
or Peachtree street, where its cool flow of 
sparkling water from the Chattahoochee 
will be an ornament to the city. 

Over 2 year ago, in-a letter to Mayor 
Hemphill, Mr. Grant made an offer to lo- 
cate a magnificent water fountain near the 
intersection of Marietta and Broad streets, 
this fountain to cost $5,000. He further 
offered, in case this offer was not accepted, 
to erect a fountain on Peachtree, to cost 
about one thousand dollars, to be placed 


and permanently iised on the spot where the | 


Ben Hill monument once stood. 

This = offer went to the council, 
and at the next meeting after it was re- 
ceived a resolution was adopted accepting 
the offer and extending thanks to Mr. 
Grant. 

The matter of locating the fountain went 
to the street committee, but that body has 
never reported on the location, and Mr. 
Grant has never taken any further steps in 
the matter. 

Mr. Grant has written-the following letter 
to Mayor Hemphill: 

Atlanta, Ga., May 13, 1892.—Hon. W. A. 
Hemphill, Mayor of Atianta. Dear Sir: On 
April 16, 1891, I sent you the communication 
of which the following is a copy: 

“Hon. W. A. Hemphill, Mayor of Atlanta. 
Dear Sir: If the city of Atlanta will accept 
it and agree to use it permanently for that 


purpose, I propose to donate a fountain which | 


will be an ornament to the city to be located 
on Marietta street somewhere between the 
east side of Forsyth street and a point fifty 
feet beyond the east side of Broad street.

You submitted my communication to the 
general council and on the 29th of that 
month that body adopted the resolution, of 
which the following is a copy: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 29. 1892.—Resolution by 
Mr. King: Resolved, By the mayor and gene- 
ral council of the city of Atlanta, that the 
magnificent gift of Captain W. D. Grant in 
the donation of the propesed water fountain 
be received with the hearty thanks of this 
body, the exact location thereof between the 
points named by him to be fixed by the 
street committee. and that we recommend 
the emulation of such generosity to other 
public spirited citizens. 

“Resolyed further, That a copy of these 
resolutions be furnished to Captain Grant by 
the clerk of the council.

The Force Bill Looming Up. 

No force bill—no bayonet election laws 
~—if we are true to ourselves, will ever 
defeat white home rule in the south, but 
our people know only too well that such 
a bill would bring with it insult, annoy- 
ance and injury.

These apparently fair phrases veil the 
threat of a bayonet behind every black 
ballot. That is what they mean in plain 
English.

From The Columbus Enquirer-Sun. 

The publication in yesterday's Fnquirer-Sun 
of that Atlanta dispatch to The Savannah 
Press stating that a Hill protection ticket 
had been talked of for Chicago upon which 
was the name of Mr. L. F. Garrard with 
others created some. surprise. A reporter 
meeting Mr. Garrard and desiring to hear 
whether there was any foundation for such 
a statement interrogated him as follows:

WILL FIRE ON THE FLAG OF TRUCE. 


The President of the Cleveland Club Pro- 
tests Against the Effort to Upset 
the Club’s Good Faith. 


The Democrats of Fulton county will meet 
at the courthouse at noon today to elect 
Gelegates to the stateconvention. All dem- 
ocrats invited to be present. 


If a series of bombshells had been simul- 
taneously exploded in Atlanta yesterday 
afternoon, they would have created no more 
astonishment than did the announcement 
that an effort would be made on the part 
of certain Cleveland men at the democratic 
mass meeting to be held at the courthouse 
today at 12 o'clock, to capture the 
meeting and upset the compromise entered 
into by the Cleveland and Hill clubs several 
days ago. 

By the agreement entered into between 
the two clubs, each side withdrew its forces 
from the field of combat and both agreed 
to march to the courthouse under a flag of 
truce and send an evenly divided delegation 
from this county to the state convention. 

Imagine the horror of the people yester- 
day on being informed that this flag of truce 
would be fired upon today by an element 
of the Cleveland dqortingent, which has 
been industriously but quietly working for 
several days to organize a crowd to capture 
the mass meeting at a sacrifice of the good 


faith of the compromise entered into by 
both sides. 

Captain Ellis, the president of the Cleve- 
land club, vigorously protests against this 
unwarranted breach of trust, and calls upon 
all democrats to come out today to sustain 
the compromise and rebuke the effort to up- 
set it. 

Be it said to the credit of the officers of 
the Cleveland club, and those who were ap- 
pointed to represent it in arranging the com- 
promise for this county, that they heartily 
condemn such a course and will be on hand 
at the mass meeting today at noon to car- 
ry out in good faith their part of the com- 
promise. 

Captain Ellis, Mr. Richards, Judge Hill- 
yer and others were approached with a re- 
quest to further help the movement to up- 
set the compromise, but they all very 
promptly and emphatically discouraged 
such a movement. : 

Two or three gentlemen who left the 
Cleveland club have been very industrious- 
ly circulating petitions over the city, en- 
deavoring to drum up a crowd for today’s 
mass meeting to upset the compromise and 
send an instructed Cleveland delegation, 
notwithstanding the fact that both sides 
had declared th» fight off in this county, 
and agreed to an even division of the del- 
egates in the interest of harmony and to 
avoid the bitter fight which would have re- 
sulted had this county been called upon to 
fight the matter out in a primary. 

Of course no effort to overthrow the un- 
derstanding which was reached in good 
faith by both sides can succeed, because 
the people of Atlanta are not made of that 
kind of stuff. But it is well to put the peo- 
ple on notice that such a movement will be 
attempted. 

A number of prominent merchants of the 
city have communicated with The Consti- 
tution, stating that petitions were being 
banded them urging a bolt and soliciting 
their co-operation to overturn the compro- 
mise. They desired that the public be no- 
tified of it, and that the Cleveland men be 
not hefd responsible for it. 

One of them, in telephoning The Constitu- 
tion, said: “I have been a Cleveland man 
all along and want to see him nominated, 
but I would not think of bolting a compro- 
mise. There are several hundred wmem- 
bers of the Cleveland club in Atlanta, and 
we elected a regular executive committee 
to which was entrusted the management 
of the campaign for this county. That 
committee made and signed the compro- 
mise, and it binds in honor every member 
of the club. Just think what we would 
be saying if such an effort was being made 
by the other side. It would excite our 
righteous indignation.” 

It is not probable that the bolt will 
amount to anything, for as a well-known 
Hill man said yesterday: “Admitting that 
there will not be a Hill man in the audi- 
ence and that the whole mass meeting is 
composed of Cleveland men, I have enough 
confidence? in the sense of honor that will 
control the meeting to make me feel easy 
that no such effort will be tolerated.” 

At the meeting of the two compromise 
committees of the Hill and Cleveland 
clubs a week ago the question was raised 
that an effort might be made to capture 
the mass meeting, by one side or the other, 
neither club of course having any official 
authority to bind every member, and the 
following report from the daily papers con- 
cerning the meeting of the compromise 
committees, shows how promptly such a 
suggestion was discountenanced. 

To the credit of the members Of the Cleve- 
land committee, be it said, they are talk- 
ing just as strongly now @s they did then 
in opjosition to such a questionable pro- 
ceeding, which all of them agree would put 
Fulton county’s delegation in a very em- 
barrassing attitude before the state  con- 
vention, even should such a movement be 
successful. 

In the course of the argument at the con- 
ference committee, Captain Ellis, presi- 
dent of the Cleveland club, promptly an- 
swered the suggestion that the two clubs 
had no official suthority to bind by saying, 
as quoted from the report the next day: 

“Of course not,” said Captain Ellis, “but 
having entered upor this compromise — in 
earnest we, of course, pledge onr honor to 
stand by its action and to support a joint 
delegation.” 

“That's it,” said Colonel Glenn, “and as 
I have said before, while I have no doubt 
that we cin carry the county for Hill if 
we have to make the fight, I think the com- 
promise is best, for it is not worth while to 
plunge into a‘ bitter contest in this county 
after all other counties in the state have 
acted, and when our ryote could not alter 
the reselt.”

Captain Ellie’s Protest. 

Captain W. D. Ellis, president of the 
Cleveland club, on hearing of the move 
ment hastily issued the following address. 

To the Democrats of Fulton County Who 
Favor Mr. Cleveland’s Election—A number 
of counties in Georgia having agreed to send 
delegations to the state convention equally 
divided between Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Hill, 
and having based their action on the ne- 
cessity of avoiding strife within the party and 
preserving harmony, which is 
carry the state for the nominee of the Chi- 
cago convention, such a course in this county 
was discussed, and the matter finally took 
shape when Messrs. T. B. Neal and R. D. 
Spalding, both promineut democrats, one a 
Cleveland and the other a Hill man, ad- 
dressed communications to John T. Glenn, 
president of the Hill Club, and to me as 
president of the Cleveland Club, urging us 
to bring about such an adjustment in this 
county as would prevent an exciting contest. 

Their letters were published in all the pa- 
pers, and you are familiar with the reasons 
assigned in urging us to compromise the is- 
sue. I was notified that the Hill executive 
committee would be called together to con- 
sider the request, and after consultation with 
some of the most ardent Cleveland men in 
the county, who had manifested their devo- 
tion by earnest work, I called the executive 
committee of the Cleveland Club to meet 
and consider the subject. 

Full notice was given, and eleven members 
of the committee met, and after full con- 
ference and consultation, nine favored and 
two opposed it. The committee then selected 
Mr. Hoke Smith and myself as two of the 
six names to be presented, and appointed 
Judge Hillyer, Mr. T. B. Neal and Mr. G. 
R. DeSaussure to confer with us in naming 
the other four. 

We then had a conference with a commit- 
tee of five from the Hill Club, who were 
appointed to carry the compromise into effect, 
and we reported the aetion of our executive 
committee and stated that we were instructed 
by a vote of nine to two to say that an ad- 
justment of the controversy could be made 
by dividing the delegation from Fulton, and 
that each side should select six names to be 
voted for.

To the Distingnished Divine Who Has | 


Come to Live Here. 
A LARGE NUMBER OF METHODISTS, 


And Members of Other Denominations as 
Well, Turn Out to Welcome 
Bishop Fitzgerald. 


The First Methodist church was filled last 
night with Methodists and members of other 
denominations to greet Bishop Fitzgerald. 

The bishop arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon and was driven to the home of 
Captain Isaac S. Boyd, where he will stop 
during his stay here. 

At a quarter past 8 last night the church 
was filled by those anxious to see and wel- 
come the man of God who has come to make 
his home among us. 

Rev. Dr. J. W. Heidt was master of cer- 
emonies and the first speaker announced was 
Mayor Hemphill. 

Mayor Hemphill extended to the bishop 
the hand of Atlanta, as it were, in welcome 
and made him feel at home at once, He went 
on to say that our people felt honoréd to 
call him fellow citizen and that the peopie 
of the city, irrespective of their religious be- 
liefs, bade him hearty welcome. 

Hen. Henry W. Hilliard was then intro- 
duced and welcomed him in the name of the 
Methodists of Georgia to his new office. 
No fitter man could have been selected than 
Mr. Hilliard for this speech. As he said he 

‘had been in the Methodist church since he 
was but a boy and felt that time at least 
gave the right to speak for the churches.” 

Rev. Dr. J. W. Heidt spoke in the name of 
the Georgia conferences. He said that he

felt that “the welcomes would not be com- 
plete without one from the itinerant min- 
isters.”” He spoke in eloquent language of 
the new confidence and hopes that they had 
obtained under the prospects of leadership. 

Dr. Heidt then called on President Can- 
dler, of Emory college, who replied in a few 
words. He said that the educational in- 
stitutions needed the bishop here and were 
glad to welcome him. He extended to him 
a cordial invitation to come to Oxford at 
any time he chose. Judge T. P. Westmore- 
land, Colonel N. J. Hammond and Judge H. 
E. W. Palmer each had a few words to say 
welcoming him, particularly in the name 
of the Atlanta Methodists. 

The Bishop’s Response. 


Dr. Heidt then said that all the welcomes 
had been extendedandit was now time to 
hear from the bishop. 

Bishop Fitzgerald's reply was exceedingly 
apropos and was very interesting. 

The Bishop’s Remarks. 


“Atlanta, as usual, seems always to be 
on a boom of hospitality,” said the bishop. 
‘“‘A few days ago nearly a thousand repre 
sentative Baptists from all parts of the 
south, and one lively young man from the 
north, came among you and were literally 
immersed in Georgia hospitality. God 
bless those Baptists! I.can go with them 
now to the very brink of the river; on the 
other side I hope to enjoy ther full 
fellowship forever. They are a great 
ple, and are doing a great work, y 
they grow and prosper during good behav- 


jor. 

‘‘When I first saw Atlanta the place was 
young, and so was lI. Atlanta is still young 
and growing, and so am I—at least I am 
still young in heart—andl hope to grow 
better, if not bigger. In fact, I have come 
to Atlanta to grow up with the city. , 

“It was in the winter of 1854 that I first 
came to Atlanta to attend the session of 
the old Geor conference of the Metho 
dist Episcopal church, south. I was then 
a very young preacher and was filled with 
awe and wonder at the sight of a Metho 
dist conference. The awe has somewhat 
left me since then, but sometimes | still 
wonder at them. At that conference 
Bishop Capers presided and J. Blakely 
Smith was secretary. Thirty-eight years 
have passed since then, and the larger part 
of the members of that conference are now 
in the world of spirits. Those were good 
old times in Georgia, and those were great 
and good men. That matchless 
and princeliest of men, George F. Pierce, 
was then in his prime. The old 
Doctor Pierce, his father, was then still 
vigorous and was preaching those wonder- 
ful sermons, long and broad, that dug deep 
into the exigetics of Bible truth and lasb- 
ing the follies of the world and the failings 
of the saints with a whip of fire. John W. 
Glenn was edifying the godly, reproving 
such as walked disorderly, guiding the young 
preachers in the old paths and charming 
the social circle with a wit that was keen 
and the outflow of a fatherly heart. Wil- 
liam A. Parks, the Ironsides of Georgia 
Methodists of that time, was hewing to 
the line of orthodox teaching and practice 
and with mighty zeal insisting that his 
brethren should do likewise. William Ar- 
nold was preaching funeral sermons and 
living a life sweeter than the verses he 
made and recited in the ears of congrega- 
tions that wept and shouted under his 
word. William Crumley was moving 
among the lowly and the sorrowing as a 
messenger of mercy and hope, and preach- 
ing a gospel so tender and persuasive that 
even the hardest sianers were melted. 
James E. Evans, a mighty evangelist, 
called, equipped and commissioned of God, 
was flaming over Georgia, preaching, sing- 
ing, weeping, | Grouting, leading multitudes 
to Christ. Lewis J. vis was preaching 
like Tillotson and living as he taught oth- 
ers to live. Samuel Anthony, fearless, 
faithful, tender, mighty in the pulpit and 
prevalent in prayer, was doing the best 
work of his life. Eustace W. Speer was 
preaching half-hour sermons so rich in 
thought and so sparkling with a felicitous 
rhetoric that the elite of your Georgia cit- 
ies listened with delight and longed for 
more. While his son Emory, then a lad, 
now your brilliant orator and learned ju- 
rist, was furnishing a fresh demonstration 
that preachers’ sons are not all saints at 
the start. Alfred T. Mann was charming 
his thearers by his sermons that had in 
them the glow of intellectual fire, the pol- 
ish litera tastes and the unction of 
heaven. Josiah W. Lewis and Caleb W. 
Key, men solid, devout and sunny-souled 
saints, were Christianizing sinners and 
Methodizing Methodists. and when they 
went home to their rest, left sons in the 
true apostolic succession. In the first col- 
lege for women ever chartered John M. 
Bonnell was educating the young woman- 
hood of Georgia, walking in the foot 
steps of his Master, a scholar and a saint 
With a business sagacity and a scholarly 
enthusiasm finely blended O. L. Smith was 
working for Christian education. Edward 
M. Myers, never resting as a preacher, 
teacher, editor. reformer, was touching 
the church~ with stimulating influence at 
many points. Jesse Boring, the prodigy of 
the pulpit, bad gone to California, where 
he was making one of the most graphic 
chapters in his busy and checkered life.

Another Appointment. 


Lewis W. Kenan, quartermaster of the 
Fourth Georgia battalion, has been ap 
pointed quartermaster sergeant of the en- 
campment and directed to report to the - 
quartermaster general for duty. 

Lieutenant Satterlee has arranged for a 
large quantity of ammunition for the tar- 
get practice and proposes to make that @ 
feature of the instruction at the camp. He 
says there is no use to put a gun in a man’s 
hands if he is not taught to use it effect- 
ively. For this purpose he makes a special- 
ty of skirmish practice, where men have to 
judge of distances by the eye and adapt 
themselves to changing circumstances. 
They will be trained in the “instructive 
judgment of distance, effect of wind, the 
direction of smoke and all influences that 
effect the direction or execution of the fire.” 

Lieutenant Satterlee will give the troops 
the regulations for judging distances by the 
whites of a man’s eyes, the buttons on his 
coat, the counting of files, ete., showing 
the distance to be one, two, three, four, five 
or six hundred yards by the impression it 
makes on the eye. There is also an in- 
stinctive triangulation of the eye, which 
judges of distance by taking the appear- 
ance of a known object, as a six-foot man 
or a pine tree, etc. The lieutenant says 
each gun has a personal equation just as 
much as a man, and the marksman mus 
accustom himself to a particular rifle. 

The common method of judging of the 
speed of the wind is to hold up a piece of 
paper, let it float a certain distance and 
time it by seconds. The soldier in actual 
war learns to judge of the force and di- 
rection of the wind by feeling it blow 
against his cheek and he instinctively makes 
allowance for all the modifying circum- 
stances of distance and weather as he 
brings the gun down to his shoulder. The 
practiced judgment of the marksman is the 
sum total of his impressions at the instant. 

The Ryan Case. 


The Ryan case was resumed before the 
auditor yesterday. The time was taken 
up with the examination of witnesses wuo 
testified to buying goods at prices below 
New York cost. 

Mr. C. 8. Kingsbury, the receiver, testi- 
fied that he identified large quantities of 
goods which certain houses claimed to 
have sold Mr. Ryan. He did this by com- 
paring the stock numbers on these goods 
with the numbers on the invoices from 
the houses claiming to have sold the goods, 

The value of goods so identified is very 
large in the aggregate—$80,000 or $100, 
000. The receiver filed the invoices he 
had of goods so identified. This is an effort 
of certain creditors to reclaim the goods 
they sold Mr. Ryan.
